(This article is reprinted from a leaflet published by the New England Free Press 
with permission ef the authors who are active in the movement in Chicago, We 
print it in the hope that both men and women willl begin to reexamine the ways our 
social roles are determined and distorted by sexual distinctions, Up to now there 
has been far too little awareness, among Merinonites particularly, of the ways 
women are oppressed in our society, We hope some of our readers will respond with 
articles on women's liberation,.ments liberation, sexual liberation, perhaps with 
specific attention to how these relate to Mennonites, FINAL NOTE: Get the 
Second Sex by Simeone de Beauvoir right away and integrate its contents,) 
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Ours is an age of promise. Technology and abundance have mde it clear that a 
decent life might at least be easily within the reach of all, Self-determination, 
freedom seem like real possibilities, More than this, though, it is anage of ~°°- 
promise denied, Under, the banner of freedom, atrocities are committed, With all 
the rhetoric of economic development, the majority of the carth!s people are 
hungry, exploited, powerless, 

Not only the impoverished, but. many others, are learning that no one is really 
free in our socicty; that while: some groups are much more oppressed than others, 
ordinary individuals have little ability to live the life or bring about the changes 
they desire, mong these others are groups of women, angered at the society that — 
relegates them to a. secondary.and.servile position, 

The movement for social change taught women activists about their own oppression. 
Politically, women were excluded from decision-making, They typed, made leaflets, 
did the shit-work, The few womon who attained leadership positions had:to struggle: 
against strong convention, ; ie ae Le 

Also, women in the movement were in a unique situation, As some got married, 
they found that there wére no models for a marriage in which both man and woman 
were politically active, Was the once active woman now to assume a supportive role, 
to stay at home with the kids or get an unwanted job to support her activist 
husband? Were both partnerst interests to have equal weight in determining what 
kind of work. they would do, where they would live? eet 

in December W965, at a national conference of the Students for a Democratic: 
Society, the subject of women's role in society and in the movement was openly 
discussed, The discontent of the women activists was brought to the surface, 
therein initiating a redical women's movement, ‘The problems discussed were not 
just those of political activists, but of all contemporary women, 

Women had been integrated into the labor work force during the war, doing what 
they felt was useful, purposive work, When the men came home, though, women were 
either pushed into the lower sectors of the labor force or moved back into the 
home, Women's image began to change in the popular magazines; domesticity was 
glorified, frills were again in vogue, drudgery was made glamorous» 


Women who returned to the domestic setting found that things were not quite the 
same as before, New labor-saving devices gave them free time, This freedom made 
a vacuum in their lives: they had nothing meaningful to fill it with, The house- 
wife role, offered up as the most fulfilling for women, was expanded, elaborated, 
filled up with trivia so that each labor saving device could be compensated for 
by a new task, Women joined clubs and charity organizations in vast numbors, 

They took enrichment courses and dabbled in the arts, Shopping became a major 
occupations ar incredible amount of energy was expended on finding those items 
which would adorn the house and the woman,’ expressing her identity, Yet, none of 
this really satisfied. It was not serious, not involving; it merely whittled away 
the long endless hours, 

Many women remained in the labor force, although often displaced from the jobs 
they held during the war, More women than in preceding generations began to work 
outside the home, but not on an equal basis with men, With their taste of economic 
independence came also the tasteof exploitation both as women and as workers, As 
workers they learned that rights can be won through collective union action, as 
women the lesson was not learned so quickly, 

A new generation of women sense the boredom and bitterness of their mothers, 
They do not want to be confined to the same roles, They are trying to understand 
why it is that women are still expected to play subordinate roles. 

MYTHS 

There have always been myths which defined as the essence of the ttrue woman! 
her natural passivity and her maternal instincts, While today's elaboration of 
them may be more subtle, they are still unfounded, haunting women as they are 
invoked to justify today's norms, 

Woman's nature is usually explained in terms of her biology. She is passive

in her sexual role; she receives the penis, Therefore, she desires to encircle and 

enclose, rather than to extend to and to strive, Man's sex, on the other hand, is 

activity itself, the symbol of strength, potency, and dominance, Too often this 
metamorphic passivity is taken as literal truth, Freudian psychology and its 
popularly understood implications assume that what was thought, though not proven, 
true for Victorian German upper middle class women is universally true, Freud's 
concept of penis envy tells us that women are motivated primarily by the fact that 
they are not men, Erik Erikson, a-favoritc.of social psychologists, describes... 
t,ethe basic modes of feminine in¢eention. and maternal inclusion preparing women 
for the perceptive and accentant traits of future motherhood! (Gkildhood and 

Society, pp» 88-90). Only as people began to suspect that the Ttruths! were 

unsubstantiated did they begin to find that in-fact women are sexually as non- 

passive as men (see the Masters-Johnson study, Human Sexual Response). ; 

And then, why should function follow form?. Even if women were by nature sexually, 
passive, it hardly follows thet they should be passive in other realms, But social 
institutions, historically créated by men, have perpetuated the functional myths 
to justify their own position, 

The Judaic~Christian Church teaches that to the extent that women are sexual 
creatures they are unclean, foul, 'the doorway to the devilt, Yet, by regarding sex 
only as a duty, the pure chaste woman can attain a holiness denied to men, Embody-~ 
ing these myths are the harlot, the virgin (the latter to .ecome a’respectable =~ 
woman). Both of them are socially useful, cach,.subordinate to, men, serving their’, 
needs , ty 

Today's new family has institutionalized the myth of whore and saint with a new 
slant, The ideal woman is wife, mother, mistress-=the playboy's dream, She is to 
comfort and serve him under the guise of the 'modern free women! that releases the 
man from his guilt, She is still his woman, weak, gentle, subnissSive, emotionally 
sensitive, intuitive, unable to cope with the world without’a man, She attains her 
identity through her husband and later through her children, whom whe treats like 
private propertys..shets hurt when they Leave home because they are denying her of 
her identity. ee a ee : 

Historically, there may have been an excuse for this role as part of a division 
of labor, Continuous pregnancies kept women physically weak and less mobile than 
mene Now that the pill enables people to control the timing and number of children 
they will have, the incessant childbearing role is a lame excuse for confining 
women to domestic chores, . | 

Educational institutions further perpetuate the myths, The liberal arts educa-= 
tion legitimizes, for men, their right to control and manage the society, for 
women, it is a waiting period in which they can. find a husband and make themselves 
educated companions of introspective victims, As women are irrelevant to the decis~ 
ions made in socicty, so this education they receive is irrelevant for preparing | 
them to make such decisions, The sityation is perpetuated because women are either 
excluded from academic conriderations or else presented in shallow characterizations» 

Evolving from the sexual myths and reinforcing them are the limiting and stereo- 
typed ideas of masculine and feminine, A woman who does not conform to the notions 
of feminine as serving and supportive is deviant: masculine, castrating, shrewish, 
sluttish, frustratcd or frigid, Thus, nonconformist women are labeled and put in 
their place, As long as artificially constructed, mythically based images of ' *. 
masculine and feminine are the only alternative, both mon and women are going to 
find conflict between their imposed sexual identity and their goals as human beings, 

New myths are being created, They say that women are better off than they have 
ever beenese that a New Woman is emerging, She is middle class and liberated, She 
is able to ha-e a familys yet, because of laboresaving devices she has mich leisure 
time to devote to meaningful activity, A wide variety of consumer goods enable her 
to enjoy life on a scale never enjoyed before, These are the mythss what is the 
reality? 

REALITIES 2 

Although a large number of women do work, it is usually in service occupations, 
And, even if women considered their. gobs worthwhile, the jobs pay less than men's 
and are low in status, According to statistics gathered by the Department of Labor 
in 196), women are paid $5-10 less per week for the same job as men, The median 
annual income for white working men is $697, for white women, $3859, for non-white 
men, $285, for non-white women, }267h, Only 1% of these women make more than $10 
thousand dollars per year and one-quarter of those women own estates, While a 
radical movement does not aim to integrate women into’the male job. structure, even 
less to encourage women to become business executives, weapons experts, or advertis= 
ing writers, it is important to note where discrimination exists, With the excep- 
tion of those few who tmake it in a man's world!, women are systematically excluded 
from science, business, medicine, law, and academia, Most working women are low 
paid factory workers, maids, waitresses, secretaries, elementary school teachers, 
social workers, or nurses, Some are in high paying occupations which exploit their 
femininity, such as models, playbgy bunnies, or exotic dancerss 

The career woman image does not apply to the bul# of women workers who are stuck 
in low paying, tedious, dead-end positions, Neither does it avply to middle-class, 
white,«collar women workers who are idealized by the media, We are supposed to 
believe that a career is plamorous because a woman dresses stylishly and serves

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men in such jobs as airline stewardess or New York secretary, The justification 
for channeling women into service occupations is that women are better servantse 
The excuse for keeping them out of high-status occupations is that women are bad 
risks: they will marry and have kids, These are self-fulfilling prophecies. 
Women are raised to believe that they should serve and that they can't have both a 
eareer and a family, Then, the smart thing to do is to find a man to support theme 
Society reinforces these conditions by not probiding enough child-care centers, 
public. all“day nurseries, paid pregnancy Leaves, shorter work days, etc. 
Why is. ‘there a new myth?, The mystique of the idealized New Woman has been 
generated in order to sell a lot of umnecossary products to a-lot of bored, insecure, 
passive, frustrated women, Clothing and make-up are not just. adornments, bit become 
expressions of..one!s very essence-swhich is. constantly being manipulated by the . 
mass media, Miss Clairol says: freee “ad an 
Have you found the real you?. Some women never do, In facb, many 
women never make the most exciting discovery of all: they should 
have been born blond, . ; pas cot g .

Styles change constantlys ‘new! products flood the market, Women must be make to 
want--no,need~-more and more things, The New Freedom for women is the freedom to 
buy and thereby support our market cconomy, The new leisure time is time for 
consuming. Irrationally changing clothing styles would not be accepted in a society 
where priorities centered on human needs rather.than on profitemaking, In the 
United States, priority is put on automobiles and military equipment-«goods which 
will produce the most profits-»rather than on something socially neces sary from a 
humane point of view, such as low-cost housing for poor people. Passive, docile, 
accepting women are thereforé important to this system since their tasks as 
consumers can be manipulated, as long as work for most people is meaningless ard 
unfulfulling and as long as women are not expected.to DO anything, women will have 
to gain identity from what they buy, what they own and how they look, 

What about sexual liberation? It would be nice if the miniwskirted girl in gay 
colors and way-out makcup really were a symbol.for a new, sexually liberated womane 
Since women have been thought of primarily as sexual beings, it would be expected 
that their liberation would come through sex, but those who have been ‘sexually 
liberated' have often merely adapted ments attitudes. towards sex, Women are still 
seem and see themselves as sexual’ objects and treat men in kind, taking pride in 
the number of conquests they make, This attitude is at best one of rebenge for 
women's own sexual exploitation, ‘omen cannot liberate themselves through sex 
while in other important respects their social role remains unchanged. 

PROGRAM 

The initial work of any new radical women's group-is to understand the realities 
and myths which relegate women to a subordinate role, Women come into the movement 
with two perspectivess -eith with a primary concern for women's issues such as 
abortion, child-care centers or the desire to research and discuss in greater depth 
women's position in society, or with a more general concern about political issues 
such as racism and the war, There is no contradiction between women's issues and 
political issues, for the movement for women's liberation is a step toward™changing 
the entire society, Women are not seeking equality in an unjust socicty, rather — 
from an understanding. of the basis of their own oppression they are developing 
programs for overall social’ chenge, | 

The common understanding, whichever the perspective, is that part of the way 
women are opressed is that they. see. their problems as personal ones and thus blame 
themselves, The first step in building a movement is to see that the problems are t 
that men as individuals are not tthe enemy's; rather, !the enemy! is those social 
institutions and expectations perpetuated by and constraining menbers of both 
soxeSe Radical women are not forming groups for the purpose of segregating them- 
selves from men, but in order to focus on the means by which women can come to 
terms with those institutions. 

‘There are now about 35 small radical woments groups concentrated in a few cities, 
The programs debelop according to the interests of the members, In groups. where 
most of the women are in the radical movement, the first discussions often center o. 
their role in the movement, From these talks comes the realization that as women 
they have been noneradical, playing passive political roles as secretaries or admin- 
istrative help rather than as strategic planners. . 

Thoush the original groups were just of young radical New Left women, there are 
now groups of once non-political housewives, women now married to movement men who 
previously had no politics of their own, college students, high school students. 
They want to share their understanding of their problems as women with other women.

nitism, and L appreciate Epp's honesty; but partly. because I suspect he is still . 
committed to a d’ead structure that is trying to capitalize on a Wil, year ago glory, 
Snstead of finding new structures, new. joy, new glory from contemporary life. Epp's. 
glory is that he understands the liabilities of Mennonitism, indeed, the. dangers 
of any system; his shame is that he belicves a return to the vision of. Menno Simons, 
2 return to biblical authority, would help revive Mennonitism, so that it could con- 
neivably "be the wave of the future." > . 

According to Epp, "the glory of an individual or of a people can easily become 
self-glory which then quickly turns to shame « « « selfglory always leads to the 
dissipation of a heritage." So dispite a glorious history (remember the Anabaptists?, 
the Mennonite church is now "just one generation away from dissipation." In THE 
GLORY AND THE SHAME Epp triés to evaluate the present situation in the Mennonite 
church, to set its heritage and dissipation, its possibilities and liabilities, its 
glory and shame, next to each other, in order to stimulate a renewal of the. churche 

What is the glory? and what is the shame? The Mennonite church is scattered, 
"international, interracial, multicultural, and multilingual," but it is still 
ethnocentric, prejudiced, feels superior, tends toward denominationalism and nation- 
alism;'it has an historical emphasis on a new spiritual life which manifested itself 
in a new social life, but now there is a "tendency to externalize (rather than to 
internalize) conversion and to internalize (rather than to externalize) disciple- 
ship"; it has programs of evangelism and. education, but little understanding of rev- 
olution (social change); its tradition of biblical authority (traced back to the 
Anabaptists) has degenerated to human authority and authoritarian attitudes ("the 
Mennonite papacy"); its prophetic insistence on the separation of church and state 
~ has dissipated to a selfish avoidance of Christian responsibility to society; it 
has suffered persecution in Russia without learning from it, becoming anti-Communist 
instead of proesocial change; it has million-dollar budgets, but little freedom 
from these monies; it has a heritage of great leaders, but no prophets today; its 
young people who are rebolling ask healthy questions and are quick to see the weake 
nesses of the present society, but they have not demonstrated an ability to build 
a better one--this is the glory and the shame. Z 


Tere is much that is commendable in Epp!s analysis. The Mennonite church, -- 
like most institutions, now has form without content: it has the form of godliness, 
Without the power. What is important is that people wear respectable clothes, dont 
smoke, recite crecds, get diplomas, maintain "a pious image." Similarly, we have 
escaped from the ethics of the Sermon on the Mount by emphasizing right theology - 
over right doing. ' ei 

Such a religion, in which conversion no more leads to a changed life, in which 
the other world takes precedence over this one, where evangelism addresses itself 
to spiritual rather than social sins, becomes a support for the status quo: "Power 
structures fare) consolidated rather than challenged in their selfish, though pious, 
positions." Epp's condemnation is clear: "an evangelism which reinforces wealth, 
privilege, social status, and blesses the mighty military machine designed to maine 
tain it all, is in the end little more than false prophecye" 


There is much that is commendable in the analysis of what is wrong with Menno- 
nitism, but also some things that are questionable. Epp is aware that a simple re- 
citation of the past glories of the Mennonite church is not enough to protect it 
from its shame. But still, what he considers its present assets are mostly things 
from the past: it is the tradition of Anabaptism which is glorious; it is the pre- 
sent which is shameful. I agree; but what is the connection between the two% Do 
traditions of prophecy, spiritual vigor, and brotherhood automatically pass on to 
descendents, as if by magic? Obviously. not, and Epp's approach is not that simples 
But he does seem to feel that Mennonites have a unique heritage, which when appealed 
to, in the old language, will bring about changes in the life and spirit of the 
church. The "recovery of thé: Anabaptist vision" may inspire a fow people (perhaps 
only to self-pride), but for most people there is too much assurance in the heritage: 
it is like asking a rich man to become concerned about his next meal. Mennonites 
use Anabaptism, like all .Christians have used the Bible, like all systems use 
their past glory, to avoid responsibility. in the present. An appeal to the old lan- 
guage is not what is needed-«-what is needed is a new pirit before the old spirit 
can ever be understood again.. 
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And if one would believe that an appeal to past glory would affect the present, 
who is a worse example of Anabaptism than Menno Simons (who Epp quotes repeatedly)? 
Menno represents much of the worst of the tradition-#his dogmatism, his painful bick 
ering, his heavy discipline, his whole spirit are not inspiring but deadening. Ive 
read through THE COMPLETE WRITINGS OF MENNO SIMONS (twice in fact) and was thoroughly 
disgusted::I was looking for a noble heritage to identify with and found a shallow 
man. While d&rg Blurock (my favorite Anabaptist several years ago) impressed me 
with his fire, his dynamism, old St. Merino impressed me with his churchiness. With 
Menno the spirit of Anabaptism became institutionalized, and I dont say this simply 
because his name was used for the institution. Theological bickerings with men with. 
in and without the fellowship and precise creeds of conduct replaced in a few years 
what had truly been creative and inspiring. There is no joy in Menno, and there is 
no joy in the church named after him: instead, both are repressive. IF there would 
be any hope for the Mennonite church, it would have to.be by laying aside Elder 
Menno and laying "other foundations," fa : . 

And that foundation is not the Bible. Western civilization has had biblical 
authority, for what its worth, for 2000 years. The hating, the killing, the stifling 
of joy, many of the petty-assed things of our heritage, have been done in its name 
and in the name of Christ. Epp recognizes this and paraphrases the Bible: "Not 
everyone who says, "Bible, Bible,!' shall enter the kingdom of heaven, but he who 
does the will of my Father who is in heaven." But then why does he praise biblical 
authority, Jesus authority? why this need for sacred authority? Whenever there is 
an ultimate sacred authority, its priests and its institutions become themselves 
authoritarian. Why escape from freedom, Erich Fromm would ask, into authoritarianism! 

Do. I need to repeat the old argument again, that Jesus himself broke away from 
authority and tradition? I do not mean to suggest that he acted irresponsibly to his 
tradition--~but he shaped it, he reinterpreted it, he gave it life. Similarly, the 
Anabaptists questioned the authority of their day, and created new forms. But there 
are always St. Pauls and St. Mennos who come on the scene with institutionalizing 
minds, with their death instincts, their hatred of life--and theyre the bastards 
who get the following. They so pervert the original energy with their language that 
it is impossible to ever return to the original spirit. . « the only true returnis 
to begin againe It is not Christianity (with its Bible) or Anabaptism (with its 
heritage) that is needed:: what is needed is the spirit of freedom which looks on all © 
traditions with its own understanding of the present. 


So I cannot praise the Mennonite church for being international, because it has 
quit being prophetic in its home countries, quit the prophecy that brings persecu~ 
tion, and has taken its superior attitudes to other cultures without learning from 
theme Mennonite Christianity is definitely ethnocentric: it evangelizes blacks 
While hating them, it preaches to naked heathens while dispising them, it imposes 
our national religion on the Third World instead of witnessing to the power struc. 
tures at home which exploit these peoplese We dont need an international evangs~ 
lizing religion; we need values and rituals that are truly international. desus the 
"priest of imperialism" needs to be crucified. 

There are things missing in Epp's book, He understands the history, the theol- 
ogy, and the sociology of Mennonitism, but not the politics. To be sure, he writes 
admirably of political wrongs and of a need to witness against these wrongs, but. he 
doesnt understand the role of politics in change. "A changed outlook and attitude 
will result in revisions of the system, almost automatically one would hope" (my 
emphasis). This is a naive half-truth: a changed heart does not entirely precede 4 
changed society, or vice versa, but both happen together. One forms internal and 
external reality simultaneously. Ce eae ts | 

And Epp never mentions sex and the repression of sex in these editorials. He 
fails to deal with the deeper neuroses in Mennonitism, and thus fails to understand 
that the present split between theory and practice is part of the language and 
Social structure of Mennonitism. The Mennonite psyche is frozen in repression, 
frozen beyond the reaches of language . ee it needs to be liberated, it needs to. 
accept life, it needs to accept the body, and it needs to be careful of its verbal 
recitations lest they stop the liberating process. What Mennonites need most is a 
good sexual fuck. The rezgERECTION begins. |

The Farm Labor Organizing Committoc (FLOC) has completed the second round of its 
fight for union recognition in Northwest Ohio, Gaining recognition is a critical 
first step in building a Chicano power base in Ohio where brown people have been 
forced to follow the migrnat stroam for thirty years, The people are tired of | 
being pushed. around so thoy strugele against over-whelming odds, They struggle 
against time and against the sheer weight of our top-heavy society, But they struggle 
in the hope that their children will crow strong and gree to choose, and because 
somehow if one. does not fight for "la causa", he is not a man, 








FLOC's specific goal this scason wes to bring all the tomito scrowers in Northwest 
Ohio to the negotiating table and secure contracts with them, During the 1968 
Season, two dozen growers had signed a hurridly composed contract which had expired 
by this season, This year, hidWever, during negotiations running from December to 
July a twoayear contract was agreed. upon(by representatives of both parties--growers 
and union piéKers, Whon the timo éame for the actual signing of the contract, 
however, only onb farmer acted in good faith and signed, The rest maintained cither 
that they had not actyally arreed to anything or that they had not been adequately 
represented, The ensWing fight this season was long and the eleven Signed contracts 
came painfully slow at™@réat price to the union gnd the farmer, Now the dic has. 
been cast, false hopes have given way to reality, and now tho road ahcad is etched 
even more clearly, = z a 


The contract itsclf is uniquely favorable to the employer, No wave hike is 
is being demanded currently,” The important Pacto®s aro that it is a two-year cons 
tract guaranteeing certain rights. and protection to the workers and that the FLOC 
union is recognized as the bargaining agent for the migrant workers, In return, 
the tomato growers of Ohio are guarantced labor, The contract would make one basic 
change: it est blishes for tho first time. tho rights of farm laborérs to organize 
and demand recognition of their position as productive human beings, This is the 
first step to end exploitation, 


Early in the negotiations, it was clear that the growers of tomatoes in Ohio 
were unprepared to take responsibilitics as employer which are assumed in other 
areas of production today, Farmers fight head-start education for migrant children, 
flagrantly violate housine codes, and refuse to cooperate with their workers in 
filing for medical disability, Many farmers have planted their fect solidly in 
an archaic. myth and find FLOC to. be an unaccountably perturbing and mind-blowing 
experience, The tomato grower's solf-image is reinforced by a combination of roman- 
tic and religious images. He concieves of himself as Godts steward of the land--« 
hard-working provider for the people of the world (many of whom are lazy and unde- 
serving). He can't quite beliove that people who live in cities actually "work 
for an honest living'' and he sces willingness and ability to work hard as the 
measure of a man, 


At the same time, he views himself as the true Amorican--tho rugged individualist 
who is withstanding increasing harassment from sovernment’"meddlinc" and an obscure 
"Paper Economy", He is the man who stands alone with God, silhouetted against the 
sunset casting the long shadow of his own image across the land, "His land." Most 
of his land in Northwest Ohio is inherited, It is family land and carries with it 
a cherished tradition and a sacred trust. Out of this bag came the chewed and 
considered statement of Walter Fox, Lucas County Farmer, "Itve worked: long hours 
every day.. I've worked my farm and raised food for people to cat, And I ain't gona 
let no forcigners come in here and tell me how to run things," 


Walter Fox could not see that the brown=skinned people in the ficld also have a 
stake in "his" land, They arc no strangers to long hours in the field, Though they 
Speak a strange language 2nd spend their winters in- Texas, they are not foreigners 
to his country, his fields, or his attitudes, In truth, he depends upon them, he 
uses them, he needs them and he knows it. But because he uses thom without granting. 
the depth of their involvement, without accepting their humanity, he is exploiting 
them, It is this fact which he cannot bring himself to admits ...0 | 

This’ year the farmers seb’.a pattern of evasion and. delay--the ostrich and sand | 
routine, and for many it seemed to work, FLOC had negotiated with those who pur- 
ported to represent the farmers, then brought legal-action against six formers who 
had broken a previous agreement, maintained a picket lino which shut down a tomato 
processing plant for twelve hours, prodded a lethargic press, and cooperated with 
a Citizens mediation committco--all attempts to bring the farmers together for a 
meeting, Yet the tomato growors steadfastly pretended to ignore tho legitimacy 
of FLOC and ‘seemed to waiting for the union to dry up and blow away, It was 
characteristic that the farmors, when directly confronted, behaved as one suddenly 
disturbed from a decp-sleep==striking out defensively and pleading to left alone,

There may be a growing new development to this sleep and subsist pattern, however, 
Groups of farmers are banding -torether in self=styled vigilante groups armed with 
instamatic cameras, two-way radios, and inadequately concealed shot-guns, This is 
an extengtion of the same pattern of thought which says, "scare it or shoot it and 
it will go away", Or at least it says, "TI feel safer witha gun," <After-all, why 
do we carry clubs and flashlichts when hunting ghosts? _ | 


Maybe all of the foregoing was not necessary, { include it to indicate that - 
barring the second coming of christ, or the cataclysmic release of ice«nine, the 
only way the farmers are going to change is in response to pressure, The time 
honored tactic used by unions in the past has been the strike, and it scems to be 
the case again, that only when directly ¢ nfronted by a total loss’ of his crop, - 
will a farmer come to terms, is farmer after farmer openly stated, "I just don't 
want to sign and I aintt gona signaeeoh, you might mako me sign, but I ain't gona 
like it." It seems that no mattor what FLOC's approach, the farmer ain't gona like 
it, The issue then is simply for FLOC to organize’ its resources to pressure the 
farmer into "conversion" as quickly and effectivly as possible, 


The strike, then, is an educational tool of sorts, It teaches those who cannot 
see the humanity. buricd by oppression, It teaches those who can, only Look back 
ward, stumbling into the present of cach moment, Most of us learn too late, adjuste 
ing ourselves painfully.after the fact of our failure, Just as FLOC gains experience 
from mistakenly under-estimating the recalcitrance of the farmcr and the paternalism 
of the liberal, the farmer will learn eventually that FLOC is real and that he 
would have been wiser ifseece 


There are many "ifs" in the game and FLOG has placed hopein them, it has been | 
an ill-founded hope at times because it has been rooted in trust, The church has 
been a prime deciever of the Mexican pcople and this summer it behaved charactcrist-— 
leally: moved by. political pressure rather than ethics cither Christian or Humanist. 
FLOC members are almost entircly Roman Catholics,fervent in their faith, but this 
Was a summor of. disillusionment, The FLOC leadership hoped to gain the support of 
the Bishop (Bishop Donovan of the Toledo Diocese) but found it almost impossible to 
get a shortintervicw with him, After months of waiting, the interview was granted, 
Tt was a false interview, tho Bishop hid bchind his mask and would make no public 
statement about: the plicht of faithful Catholic slaves in the tomato ficlds, except 
to say that it was his wish that migrants and farmers would settle their differences 
peaceably. e : : 

Now it is probably too late for the Church to initiate an educational program 

for the farmers (most of whom are Catholic also), Even if the church sould extricate. 
itself from its pattern of paternalism to plead the case of humanity, farmers would 
scarcly believe the change because it has reinforced their veltes for so. longe 


. 


FLOC had also hoped for significant support from the big labor unions, The. 
local representatives of. thc United .uto Workers and the AFIeCIO publicly suppor ted 
the migrants, but in place of real assistance they offered tokens. The UAW could 
only offer one-thousand dollars (with strings attached) in the middle of the strike, 
Big labor, ike ‘the church has a moral oblication to support the struggling migrant 
union and it has resources, but again these are lost in a maze of political "consid 
erations", : “ 


The Farm Labor Organizing Committee will continue to confront the churches, the 
unions, and. the citizens of this country requesting much-needed financial support 
and weight of public opinions but it knows now that much of the fieht will be a 
lonely one, The 1969 tomato season is over and most of the migrants have returned 
to Texas and Florida, FLOC.will continue planning and organizing through the 
winter and next August, tho season will begin again, The union will continue the 
struggle for dignity. VIVA LA C..USA

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° FREEMAN 


Freeman, South Dakota is an obscure but relatively prosperous farming commune 
ity located between the larger metropolitan areas of Yankton: and Sioux Falls. Both 
its obscurity and prosperity are the result of a substantial Mennonite settlement 
which took place shortly after the army succecded in clearing the area of Indian 
"renegades ," The brothers of Menno rejoiced in the prospect of turning this pree 
viously heathen infested, fertile land over to the Lord. Thus Freeman became God's 
country--the Kingdom in miniature, : 

My privilege it was to grow up in this heavenly enclave, to frequent the holy 
School, and to leave. After a tour of duty at Mennonite Biblical Seminary and an- 
other at the Woodlawn VS unit in Chicago, I returned to share my experiences with 
the brotherhood. Harlene, a fellow VS'er, and Paulette, a black college girl, were 
also in the returning party. We returned to visit my dying mother, enjoy the climate, 
and to do a bit of teaching and prophecy on the side. . 

Partly out of Christian charity and partly to continue my VS assignment we 
affered to cooperate with my home church (Salem Zion Mennonite) in setting up a 
race education program. It would have included such things as seminars studying 
WHERE DO WE GO FROM HERE? by King, and SOUL ON ICE by Cleaver, Christian Endeavor 
meetings, youth work, and a film or twoe 

We took our suggestions to the church fathers; Wilfred Unruh urged their co» 
operation; but the whole venture was a no noe Their decision reflected the obvious: 
they don't give’a damn about understanding the racial crisis, It also revealed the 
nature of Mennonite institutional values, Their decision didn't reflect upon the 
need for the program, the quality of it, nor our ability to explore it. Rather they 
responded to the fear of dissention in the brotherhood. They were right though-.~ 
Freeman did get up tight last summer. This is what bothered them the most: 

SEX. They had just vented their sexual projections upon Abe Wiebe, Bible pro» 
fessor at Freeman Junior College. He was fired and shit upon for allegedly solici- 
ting the affections of a student. Their projections, as we soon found out, could 
go far beyond seeing Abe Wiebe as a dirty old man--they could go so far as to see 
me as a dirtyoldman tooe It was generally believed that I offered Harlene, my wife, 
to anyone who wanted her. Rather than extolling my Christian charity and liberal 
tolerance they were offended by this alleged gift. There were also some vivid spece 
ulations surrounding the biracial orgies we didn't have. 

Angry phone calls were made to local furniture stores when it was rumored that 

Lyle Preheim and I had bought all of the mattresses in Freeman’ and Marion for a 
coffee house we started in an old one-room schoolhouse. Freeman Peripheral Vision 
Saw Lyle, Harlene, Paulette and I nude in-a local laundramat while we were reporte 
edly washing our clothes. Sex differentiation in Freeman is as delicate as the ecto- 
logical balance of the permafrost in the tundra:.a prophet's robe I wore at Swan 
Lake retreat was, with utter abhorance, construed as a dress; and the length of 
hair seemed to be the primary sexual determinant. But how else are the sexes to be 
distinguished in a repressed society where people don't really know what"s under 
that dress or in that pants? OO ei ts | : 

WORK. Freeman was incredibly hostile and suspicious of me because I"m not a 
zealous Supporter of the "Protestant work ethic in the spirit of capitalism." That 
was the one thing that two concerned citizens of Freeman had the balls to ask me 
about. | 

_ They asked, "Do you believe in work?" 

I. answered, "No, but I still like-apple pie." | | 
Because of my biblical understanding of working for bread as a curse (Genesis some 
thing or other), doubt was cast upon my honesty. Overnight I became a gas thief of 
notable standing for attempting to borrow enough gas to get my Honda 50 (capacity 
1.8 gal.) two miles, | 

' DOGMA. Believe in the Lord Jesus Christ as your personal savior from sin unto 
‘eternal lifetor elsel--or else what? Or else Keep your mouth shut and Get your ass 
out of our community. No one except my parents showed a personal concern for what 
they would consider my theological apostasy, but the brothers threatened to leave 
the church if I would work with it. Later, many parents woulden't permit their 
children to go to the coffechouse because of its connection with me. Lyle Prehein, 
founder of the coffee house, in confrontation with the concerned citizens of 
Freeman, Spent more time defending the seminary and his theology than elucidating 
the nature of the coffce house.

NATIONAL MORATORIUM. This is being organized by a group of former McCarthy © 
campaign workers who have formed the National Moratorium Committee, They are working 
in cooperation with the New Mobe, the Student Mobiligation Committee, and hundreds 
of smaller anti-war groups on campuses across the country. Their language and pol- 
ities are deliberately non-radical, in order to obtain as broad a base as possible 
~-anyone who wants to end the war--and their supporters range from moderate moder= 
ates to moderate radicals. 

The underlying aim is simply to force the government to stop the war ‘and 
bring the troops home. The immediate objective is to launch an escalating pattern 
of substituting anti-war activity for "business as usual," beginning with a single 
day, October 15. Hopefully this will happen on as many levels of the national scene 
&S possible, although clearly the main thrust will come in the form of student 
boycotts: several schools, including Michigan, Rutgers, and Earlham College, are 
officially closing; others, such as the University of Chicago, have given students 
and faculty individual options on whether to attend/hold classes. 

The National Moratorium Committee aims for a 2-day moratorium in November, | 
three in December, and so on, until either the war is stopped, or the schools are 
closed. In conjunction with the strike days in November, the New Mobilization to 
End the War in Vietnam is sponsoring the MARCH ON WASHINGTON, a mass demonstration 
against the war on Saturday, November 15. *  . “a 


| LOCAL ACTIONS 

The famed Bethel College Peace Walk occurred on Veterant's Day of 1966. If the 
war hysteria in central Kansas has..abated somewhat since then (this time they're 
Walking right thru Newton), the organizers. of the Peace Walk could probably claim 
Some of the credit.
